GANDHT ANSWERS QUESTIONS ON NUCLEAR POWER

[Lxcerpt] India would acquire 1565 Megawatts of nuclear power genera- 
tion capacity by the end of the sixth plan (1980-85), the Prime Minister, 
Mre Indira Gandhi, said, 


The total capital outlay to achieve this would be Rs 800 crores, the 
Prime Minister said in a written reply to Mr P. K. Kodiyan. 


Mrs Gandhi told the house that there was no proposal under co.sideration 
at present for carrying out a nuclear explosion for peaceful purposes. 


However, if the need for such an experiment felt, “we shall go ahead 
with it," she said. [as published] 


The Prime Minister said India had cooperation agreements in the peaceful 
use of atomic energy with Afghanistan, Algeria, Argentina, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, the Federal Republic of Germany, Hungary, Iran, Iraq, 
Italy, Libya, Poland, Romaria, Syria, the United States, the Soviet Union 
and Yugoslavia. 


She said the agreements had not so far resulted in the transfer of 
nuclear technology. 


Mrs Gandhi said the government proposed to go ahead with the development 
of atomic power, notwithstanding the problems faced in the procurement 
of fuel and heavy water. She said in the Tarapur atomic power station, 
the main problem had been the regular supply of enriched uranium from 
the U.S. [as published]

The other atomic power projects, existing and proposed, were based on 
indigenous natural uranium, she said. 


In the production of heavy water too, the Prime Minister said the govern- 
ment was planning for self-sufficiency.

(Text| While industrial unrest as a whole was (vss last year than in the 
previous years, the percentage of violent incidents showed an increase, 
according to the annual report of the Union Home Ministry for 1979-80 
reports UNI. 


Against 12.6 percent in 1978, the violent incidents accounted for 15.7 
per cent of the total cases of labour trouble last year. 


The decrease in labour incidents--from 6666 in 197€ to 4353 in 1979--was 
due to the industry-wide wage settlements in major labour-intensive sec- 
tors like jute, coal, steel and textiles. 


According to the report, in 1979, the labour situation in Bombay-Thane- 
Pune industrial belt, greater Calcutta, the coal belts of West Bengal 
and south Bihar, and the industrual areas around Delhi remained compara- 
tively more disturbed. 


Besides, the petroleum sector, the railways, and the banking sector were 
affected by agitations on demands for grant of higher wages, DA, bonus, 
etc. 


Agitations in the banking sector and the railways were withdrawn follow- 
ing agreements reached on these demands. Sporadic clashes also took 
place in the Cochin, Madras and Kandla ports. The Marmagao and Visakha- 
patnam ports were also affected by labour trouble. 


Pursuant to the call for a bandh given by local trade unions, a serious 
law and order situation occurred in Faridabad in October 1979. This 
bandh was marred by widespread incidents of arson, assault and clashes 
with the police. Police had to resort o teargassing and firing at a 
number of points resulting in nine deaths and numerous cases of injuries 
to agitating workers. One police inspector succumbed to injuries.

HOME MINISTRY REPORT NOTES CCMMUNAL INCIDENTS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 16 Jul 80 p 4 


(Text) New Delhi, July 14--The communal situation during 1979 was much 
worse than in che previous years, with 304 incidents and 261 casualties, 
reports UNI. A record number of 2,379 people were injured. 


According to the annual report of the Home Ministry for 1979-80, the 
number of communal incidents which were only 169 in 1976 rose to 188 in 
1977 and to 230 in 1978, The number of people killed and injured in these 
years respectively were 39 and 794; 36 and 1,122 and 110 and 1,853. 


A conference of Chief Ministers was convened in April this year and a 
number of steps were proposed to tackle the situation. 


Among them are frequent imposition of punitive fines or recovering the 
cost of deploying an additional police force, prompt investigation and 
prosecution of cases and revival of integration committees or ekta 
committees in various States. 


A communal harmony monitoring cell has been set up to monitor information 
relating to communal issues. 


A survey was conducted by the officers of the Home Ministry in 17 selected 
districts and 10 State capitals of the existing arrangements regarding 
preventive and administrative aspects of dealing with the communal 
situation. 


The new Government sent comprehensive guidelines to the States to prevent 
atrocities on Harijans. A detailed analysis of these atrocities revealed 
that unless immediate measures were taken to improve the economic condi- 
tions of the Harijans, no lasting solution could be ‘ound. 


Meetings with State Goveruments were held to discuss steps to be taken 
to stop the atrocities and to ensure implementation of the Protection of 
the Civil Rights Act.

(lext| New Delhi, July 15.--The working committee of the Indian National 
Trade Union Congress has suggested expansion of the scope for collective 
bargaining to improve industrial relations. 


Expressing its concern at the increasing number of mandays lost on account 
of poor industrial relations, the committee felt that there should be 
minimum intervention by law. Wherever collective bargaining failed there 
should be voluntary arbitration. 


The bargaining agent should be identified through membership determined 
by the introduction of "check-off" systems. All arbitration proceedings 
must be time-barred and the awards of arbitrators should not be questioned 
in any court, including the Supreme Court. 


in another resolution the committee voiced concern over the under utiliza- 
tion of installed capacities in severa) industries because of the failure 
of such key industries such as coal, steel, electricity, transport and 
cement to work to their maximum capacity. 


it said that in order to lift the economy from its present dismal position 
it was necessary to see that the five key industries were made to work 

to their fullest capacity. For this purpose the committee recommended the 
setting up of a tripartite compact task force for each of the industries 
to keep a continuous waich over their performance, identify the bottle- 
necks and deficiencies and apply corrective measures immediately. 


The setting up of a compact standing tripartite panel for each of the 
other industries has been suggested. They can play a watchdog role and 
act ae a self-correcting agency by developing discipline in the industry. 
These committees could continuously monitor the performance of each 

unit, particularly those which were marginal and showed signs of sick- 
ness, so that timely steps could be taken. The committees should, mediate 
in units where industrial relations are strained. 














The committee said that while the Act should ensure the minimum bonus of 
8 1/32 for all, the quantum of bonus payable above the minimum should be 
left t» be decided by collective bargaining. Wherever collective bar- 
gaining failed, the dispute should be referred for arbitration. 


lL. reaffirmed that bonus should be given to all employed persons. The 
national ceiling of Re 750 for computation of bonus should be removed and 
bonus should be computed on the actual earnings of the employees. 


Mr G, Ramanu! \, general secretary of INTUC, told reporters that labour 
could not be )lamed for fall in production and that availability of 
power, coal and cement were the causes for it, 
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PL LEADER SPEAKS TO PRESS AFTER COUNCIL MEETING

(Text) CPI general secretary C Rajeswara Rao stressed on Thursday that 
hie party stood for normalisation of relations with China and for the 
just solution of the border problem, but one should never be oblivious 
of China being a "part of the world anti-Soviet front aimed against the 
socialist countries." 


He made it clear that "China must be brought back to the path of peace" 
and unless that was done (which also meant Peking eschewing its "reac- 
tionary hegemonistic and expansionist foreign policy," and accepting 
the Bandung principles in sincerity), friendly relations between India 
and China "cannot possibly be restored." 


Mr Rao was releasing the communique of the just concluded CPI National 
Council meeting (held in the Capital from 12 to 15 July) to newsmen. 


“One cannot expect from the Chinese rulers any genuine solution of the 
border problem when they are hand in glove with the American imper‘alists 
and are working for a military alliance against the Soviet Union and are 
collaborating with the reactionary fascist and rascist regimes the world 
over,’ the communique underlined. 


Mr Rao highlighted one portion of the commund4que which referred to the 
US-Chinese-NATO military “axis” being forged against the USSR. Mr Rao 
said it was no longer "political axis," but had assumed a ‘military' 
character. He pointed to the National Council's warning, "Our country 
is being dragged into it (the military axis), which can endanger the 
nationally accepted foreign policy as well as its unity and security." 


In this context, the CPI was of the firm opinion that India must play a 
‘more active, more dynamic, anti-imperialist role" in the world arena. 
The National Council greeted some of the Indian Government's "welcome 
steps.’

The National Counci!| directed the CPI unite to set up relief committees in 
cooperation with all democratic and patriotic parties and forces and 
organise collection of foodetuffe, clothes, milk-powder, drugs, vitamin 
tablets, etc. and rush them to Tripura. 


it felt a country-wide campaign should be undertaken alongwith other left 
and Jemocratic parties and mase organisations against the threat to our 
national integrity and security, a8 demonstrated by the Tripura happenings. 


"The National Council firmly opposes any move aimed at the ouster of the 
Left Front Government and for the imposition of President's rule. The need 
of the hour is for closer cooperation between the Centre and the State 
Wovernment for restoring peace and harmony, for overcoming the effects of 
the holocaust on the social and economic life of the State, and for 
rehabilitating the refugees in their homes and livelihood,” the resolution 
read.

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ONGC, OIL INDIA ASKED TO STEP UP OIL EXPLORATION

[Text] New Delhi, July 16. The O41 and Natural Gas Commission and Oil 
India have been asked by the Government to step up exploration activity 
in various areas, both onshore and offshore, in view of the high prices 
of imported crude and petroleum products and particularly because of dif- 
ficulties in procuring them. 


The Petroleum Ministry has said in ite annual report for 1979-80 that the 
number of parties for exploratory surveys and deployment of rigs was 
being increased. 


Some of the important exploratory wells planned to be drilled include: 
Napamua, Naojan Kasimarigaon, Naherhabi, in the eastern region, Rokhia 
in Tripuara, Jaguli in West Bengal, Raoll in Andhra Pradesh, and Gamajo- 
ganj, Assamli, Paliyad, Laxmanpura, Unaya in the western region. 


Those planned in the offshore areas include Godavari, Kitch, Andaman, 
Tapti High and Kasargod. 


A significant achievement during 1979-80 was the discovery of oil onshore 
at Tansar near Kolo and Motwan near Ankleshwar in Gujarat and four struc- 
tures in the offshore areas adjoining Bombay High. 


In addition, high pressure gas was struck in Narsapur in Andhra Pradesh 
in December 1979. Gas was also struck in an offshore structure in mid-Tapti, 
in the Gulf of Cambay close to the Saurashtra coast. 


It is now estimated that the reserves of offshore gas alree’y discovered 
in other structures can provide 21 million cubic metres of gas per day. 


The import totalled 16.2 million tonnes of crude and 4.5 million tonnes 
of petroleum products, costing an estimated Rs 3,195 crores in foreign 
exchange. 
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CLAIM ON SCLENTIFIC MANPOWER STRENGTH REFUTED

(Text) New Delhi, July 16. The claim that India ranks tenth among the 
industrialised nations of the world and that it has the second or third 
largest stock of scientific and technical manpower does not stand the 
scrutiny of an official review committee. 


Headed by Dr. Y. Nayudamma, former director-general of the Council of 
Selentific and Industrial Research, the committee feels that a mismatch 
between educational objectives and social needs and between university 
products and industry's needs have only widened the gap between the urban 
elite and the rural poor leading to unemployment, underemployment and 
brain drain. 


"The fact remains that the science and technology content in Indian society 
as well as the extent of involvement in research and development are incre- 
dibly low,” the committee report poi ce out. 


According to official statistics for 1976-77, the number of scientific 
and technical personnel in India per 1,000 of population is only 3.8, 
compared to 12 in the U.S., 19 in the Federal Republic of Germany, 82 in 
the Soviet Union and 185 in Japan. 


Scientists and engineers engaged in research and development in India 
per 1,000 population is only 0.09 compared to 2.68 in the U.S., 2.97 in 
the FRG, 3.72 in the Soviet Union and 4.98 in Poland. 





Studies show that 25 percent of the top engineering graduates leave the 
country every year. This has prompted the committee to observe, “It is 
not et all a happy situation that, today, of the total scientific and 
technical manpower employed in the public sector R and D organisations, 
only two per cent hold doctorates in engineering and 12 per cent mas- 
ter's degrees. In the private sector, these figures, are one per cent 
and nine per cent, respectively." The committee regrets the failure to 
eet the imperative need to admit only the very best students to post- 
sraduate programmes. This has resulted in a fall in standards of most 
netitutions.

Some 140 million Indonesians celebrate 
ihe 35th anniversary of their independence from Holland on 17 August. 
And there is, indeed, some reason for content. Since President Suharto 
took power 14 years ago, the country of 13,000 islands has experienced 
m economic upswing, even though the gap between the rich and the poor 
has probably widened. The frequent OPEC price increases have best owed 
upon the petroleum-exporting archipelago an unexpected wealth of foreign 
exchange and have made some daring dreams of the “Berkeley mafia,” 

the top planners educated in California, come true. Above ali, the rice 
vovls have not been full like this for a long time. indonesia, a tradi- 
tional importer of rice, should see the largest harvest in its history 
this year, thanks to an excellent rainy season in Java, 3ali, and South 
Sulawesi. 


Nevertheless, a “political cloud filled with malicious rumors, suspi- 
ions and slander” is hanging over one of the largest nations of South- 
east Asia, according to the reputable “MERDEKA” (Freedom) newspaper. 
Retired high-ranking officers as well as about 80 students who allegedly 
have allied themselves with the Japanese “Red Army,” are supposed to 
be devising plane for a coup d‘etat. A civil war could ensue if “Bapak” 
(father) Suharto were forced to resign, saye one of his confidants, In- 
formation Minister Ali Murtopo, in an ambiguous manner. Again and again, 
reproaches of corruption emerge against the president's family and several 
other leading statesmen. The nation's newspapers have been muzzled so as 
ot to alarm .he population unnecessarily with such reports. They are 
dered irom time to time not to report certain events. The foreign 
news agencies have been requested to cease reporting any Indonesian news 
to their indonesian subscribers.

‘ardly any of the observers believe that the Suharto regime is facing 
immediate danger, Successors for the 39-year-old Japanese are nowlwre to 
be seen, although in a centraliged system based on 4 narrow military=- 
bureaucratic elite this can never be totally ruled out, Yet other symptoms 
indicating generally growing political tension must well be taken more 
seriously: the so-called “Petition of the 50," in which respected former 
officers and members of government criticize the president in an unusually 
cutting manner, and an inquiry submitted by 19 minority party parliament 
nembers which requests Suharto to give his comments. Therefore, his tradi- 
tional and long peech on the eve of independence day is being awaited in 
Diakarta with ooarticular interest. ‘is former fellow-generale indirect ly 
reproach the president with weak leadership, deviation from the Pancasila 
ideology of the “new order” and corruption. They further doubt that the 
armed forces’ double function (Dwifungei), which secures the generale a 
dominating influence in politics, will be necessary in the future. 


The qualms expressed by the dissidents now known as the "Sakit Hati 
brigade” (heart-sick) in Djkarta, is symptomatic of the signs of aging 

of a generally successful regime. in total contrast to his charismatic 
and internationally known predecessor, Sukarno, Suharto ‘as always given 
priority to economic growth -- assuming that social problems would gradu- 
ally solve themselves. The area of politics was neglected, and it is in 
this area especially that a number of aspects will have to be reviewed 

in the future: More and more members of the middle classes are demanding 
truly free elections and more power for parliament, which has so far been 
totally overshadowed by the military and the technocrats. Further, the 
president's successor must be thought about, a long-term plan for political 
Liberalization must be established, and the demands of the major popula- 
tion groups -- the Muslims, Christians, traditionalists and Liberals 
oriented toward the West -- must be coordinated. 


The most important problem, however, is the corruption, which in the eyes 
of the people is gradually taking on endemic proportions even if there 
are often only accusations which cannot be proven. Lt General Jasin, for 
example, former deputy chief of staff of the army, now one of the leading 
dissidents, has described in detail how the Suharto family acquired a 
/20-hectar cattle farm near the capital. And in front of the Singapore 
High Court where Pertamina, the largest state-owned company of Indonesia, 
is battling with the relatives of a deceased director of the company over 
his estate-- which is said to have been acquired dishonestly-- the dirtist 
of linen keeps coming to light. According to allegations in Singapore, 
President Suharto has received formidable commissions from arms deals with 
the FRG and Terael and knew of “gifts to his wife, Tien.
